he taken and thrown-into a Gaol. Theſe things never came 
into.Chriſts heart, he never ſpake a word of them to his Apcſtles 
(whoſe Succeſſors our-Biſhops would be Jnor Paul to Timothy, (one 
whom.they pretend to. have been a Biſhop ) Let none ſay , the 
Church then had noChriſtianMagiltrate to aid her, They who uv 

that. as any thing of anſwer, conſider not that Chriſt did kno 
well enough, that Kings ſhould to his Church be merſing Fathers ;, 
for his Father had promiſedit, and he was of Cowuncel to his Fathey 
in this Decree of it :_nor yet do they conlider, that Chrilt was 
giving. there a perpetual Rule for the Government of his Church 
till-his Second .coming-. The truth. 15, the Church needed no 
aid of. the Temporal.Sword to add terror to its cenfures, till the 
Guides..of it began to. be looſe, and give themſelves liberty, to 
ſtrike with Chrifts Sword, without looking for direQtion from 
his Rule, making that Sword reyenge their quarrels, and fatisfic 
their luſts 3. by which means, the Cenſures of the Church, preſently 
loſt: their-authoricy. So long as the Officers. of the Church exe- 
cated the plain revealed Will of God upon Offendors,they had the 
advantage of the offendors Conſcience condemning them within, 
whiles.they gravely with the authority of Chriſt, executed the 
Church cenſure upon them, and God oft times with extraordinary 
judgements .on offendors gave teſtimony to them. But aſſoon as 
inſtead of executing the: will of Chriſt, they came to execute 
their own luſts, errors, and paſſions, they loſt all advantage from 
the ( pretended )Offendors conſcience,nor did God ſtand by them. 
$9 they were forced to ſite to the Civil Magiſtrate for beterogene- 
o#7 aid; hence burning Hereticks , Outlawing of excommunicate u} 
ſins; ſaing. out Writs, to.impriſon them, &e, All theſe things had 
their riſc- in. corrupted - Popiſh timer, when the great Whore had 
made the Princes of the Exrth drunk with her abominations ; but 


all-theſe things are clearly foreign to the Government of the 
; FOEN Church, 
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Church, Though indeed it ſeems the duty of the Civil Magi- 
ſtrate, to ſecure the Church from diſturbance by the rudeneſs of 
offtcndors z though they may be. ſuffered ta be as Heathens, yet 
they muſt not b2 ſuffered to be diſturbers of thoſe who make 
more Conſcience, as Chriſtians. 

But laſtly, ſuppoſing ſomething of this nature were neceſſary,or 
might at lcatt be judged expedient, Might not the intrinſecal power 
of the Church, with the advantage of this forreign aſſitance be exc- 
cuted upon objefts enough,” who could not ſo much as pretend to any 
thing of Conſcience : nor would any judge them ſuch ſufferers * Have 
we not enough of Drunkgrds, filthy Unclean Perſons , Profane Swear: 
ers, Curſers, Sabbath-breakers, Lyars, Revilers, diſhonourers of Parents, 
Takers of Gods name in vain, Extortioners, and other brute Beaſts,( the 
true ſpots of all Chriſtian aſſemblies )for this power to be exerciſed 
upon ? and as to the cenſuring, and other puniſhment of whom, 
they ſhould not only be juſtified from Gods word, and the joint 
ſuftrage of all good and ſober men, but alſo the concurrent 
ſuffrage of the offendors conſciences, that they are but jullly 
dealt with. Theſe men could not ſo much as fay, when they 
were excommunicated, impriſoned, 6c. We ſuffer theſe things, becauſe 
we dare not fin againſt God, Nor that the word of God obligeth 
them to do ſuch things. Do they doubt whether theſe in Eng- 
land would make ſuftcient fucl tor their fire ? doubtleſs, they 
are double the number of Non-conformiſts, and ( according to the 
Divine Rule ) the proper objeQts of ſuch Cenſures, 1 Cor. 5. 11, 
12. But the truth 1s, it is rare to hear that theſe Courts take any 
notice at all of theſe, and I have often thought it one of the 
great artifices of the Devil, to ſecure theſe Servants of his, by di- 
verting our Chxrch-men to tall only upon Non-conformitts. .. 

Thus far, Sir, without any paſſion or prejudice I have delibc- 
rated alittle upon the firſt! Query in the fore-mertioned Pamphlet, 
and confidered how far the anſwer given by that Author to it is 
more, or leſs proper. How fortunate you will judge me in my 
Anitnadverſions, or enquiry after the. true cauſe of our Evils, I 
lcave to-your Judgement. 

But in truth Sir, I ſhall not wonder if what I have ſaid doth 
not give -you a full atisfaQion, for it doth not fatisfie my felt; 
I think when we have dived as deep as we can by humane rea- 
ſon into this great Myfteric of Providence, we ſhalt be mz 
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fly to occult eanſes, and reſolve it into the great Vengeance of God 
upon- a ſinful Nation, -which Vengeance indeed is executed by 
ſome Second Cauſes ;'but as the Wrath of God is doubtleſs the 
higheſt cauſe, ſo the Proximate Cawſe 3s much hidden to us. 

It poſſibly might be a work .more worthy our pains to con- 
fidertor what ſins, God thus falls upon us. And verily we are 
grown a Nation ſo vile, with all manner of Abominativns, that 
we may quickly find enough to incenſe a juſt and angry God. 
What murthers and manſlaughters * What prodigious filthinefl and 
wncleanneſi hath been, and 1s heard of every day ? What beaſtly 
drunkennefi? What Oaths, Perjuries, and Blaſphemies * What viola- 
tion of Gods Sabbaths ? What horrible profanation of his Ordinances? 
What harſh uſage of thoſe who delire to fear bis name ? To (peak 
all in a word : Is not the propagation of the glorious Goſpel of 
Chriſt, one of the greateſt deligns which God hath on foot ( in 
order to his glory )) inthe world? Is not- that zt by which ſouls 
are turned as from: dumb Idols, do from beefy Inſts, and finſul 
courſes to the living God 7 Is there no ftopping of the progreſs of 
this ?' Nay, have not theſe few years put ſuch a check upon it, 
and given fuch a ſtop to it, as is to be parallel'd by no ſtory ſince 
the Chriſtian Religion was known in the world, We have heard 
before of ſome ſingle Miniſters Silenced, and forbidden to preach 
but upon ſuch terms, -as they were forced to refuſe unleſs to 
fave the ſouls of others they would. damn their own by wilful 
finning. But was it ever before heard, that at one firoke three or 
four thouſand ſhould be legally filenced, and their parts and gifts 
reſtrajned tocorners, and not to be exerciſed there, but with dan- 
per of the tuine of themand their families? Do we fiand and 
wonder: that the Vengeance of God ſhould follow a Nation in 
which ſuch a thing is found ? whenin the mean time, thouſands 
of ſouls perith for want of kriowhdge : And to make up this hiatxs, 
this want of Miniſters, others have two, three, four Livings, 
many of which- are not fit to take care of the fouls in one of their 
Parifhes, ſuch Ignoramns's, as they are not fit to teach at all, 
Others ſo abominably debaucht in their praftice , that their 
Preaching is by the example of their lives made ineffectual. Let 
us wonder no more Sir, at this dreadful Curſe of God upon us 
while we have done, and perſiſt yet in doing that, for which the 
wrath of God ( faith the great Apolile ). came zpor the Jews to the 

utmoſt- 
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utmoſt. x Theff. 2. 16. Forbidding «s to ſpeak tv the Gentiles, that 
they might be ſaved, that they might fil up the meaſure of their ini- 
quities, for the wrath of God # come upon them to the utmoſt ; We 
know how ſevere God was againit the Jews, for denying the be- 
nefit of the year of Fubilee, in giving liberty to their ſervants, What 
can we expect he thould be to us, who deny the benefit of the ac- 
ceptable year of ſalvation, to poor ſaulr, 1n not allowing liberty for 
the Preaching of the Everlaſting Goſpel ? 

Thus Sir you have my thoughts as tothe firſt Query, I have 
a leiſurable hour, I care not if I beſtow it upon you in ſpeak- 
ing a word or two, to thoſe other @=eries to which he faithno- 
thing, though the Queſtions be odly put, yet poſſibly we may 
tind ſomething of Moment in them. &# 

The ſecond Qwery is as he ates it thus : 

Quer, 2. Whether ſeeing all Reformed Churches in Europe did, 
upon their firſt Reformation, and departure from Popery, caſt out 
all Dioceſan Biflypr, name, and thing, as an «ffice, altogether Po- 
piſh, together with all their Hierarchical appurtenances, and as 
to this day ifteem of them n1 otherwiſe, England ſhould not have 
done, or may not do the like ? 

That all Reformed Churches in Ewrope, did fo as is faid in this 
@uery ( though ſome will deny ) is undoubtedly true 3 
T heir Superintendents are quite other things in Power as well as 
Name. But what will yoa ſay, if upon a juſt and due enquiry, 
we (hall find that ( abating Names which do not fo trouble con- 
liderate men ) — and the firſt Reformers in it ( which I 
count from King Edward the faxth his time, for King Henry the 
eighth deſerves little of that name ) did the like as to their ſetled 
Laws, though there have been other pretences, and be vyariatioys 
in Practice from thoſe ſetled Rales. 

To the tinding out the truth in this particular, and fo a little 
allay this heat, we muſt firſt conſider the notion of a Biſbyp 3 
then the adjanQ of Popiſh; and laſtly, The appurtenances both to 
the one, and the other. 

The name Epiſcop»s is innocent enough , lignifying no more 
than an Overſeer, applycd to the Congregation, or eolleiive body of 
Chriſtians : Be 1san Overſcer of the Chugch, which overfight is 
taken to comprehend Dod@rine & Government.So that he is a perſon, 
whoſe Office it is to look to, to feed with the word of Doctrine,

ans contend for the Wtter,, upon the account of a Divine right. 
Thoſe that contend for Biſhops, contend, That in the Church, Mi. 
niſters ought to be oydained by a ſingle perſon, whom they call a Biſhop, 
either without any juyned with him, or without any neceſſarily joining 
with him in that ation, And that the Cenfares of the Church 
ought ( «ſpecially Excommunication ) to be dealt out by the ſame 
perſon. But how far as to the latter any Biſhops power ſhall 
extend 15 a1:other queſtion. The Papiſts contend foran Univerſal 
Biſhop, who (inſtead of St. Peter) ſhall extend this power to the }

If there be any fear of the diſloyalty of a Clergy, it muſt be ſuch 
a one as hath great revenzes, great intereſts and dependencies, great 
priviledges in Law, &c, Take away theſe things, and they become 
loyal in courſe, as to any thing of ation. Let theſe things con- 
tinue, it is not this or that order or notion will ſecure their 
loyalty.
